The reference to “charges” in the 
tatement is umlerstood to include 
harges for switching and _ similar 
services performed at various termi- 
al cities as distinguished from 
‘harges collected for hauling freight. 
That term does not refer to expfess 
rates but it is considered logical by 
come railroad men that an increase 
in express rates might be sought to 
qualize them with the anticipated 
higher freight rates. 

The petition to the commissions, it 
is understood, will emphasize the 
present plight of the railroads and 
will ask for the increase to permit 
them to restore their credit and to 
improve their service. Expenses have 
been reduced to a minimum already 
and it is not possible to reduce them 
further and maintain efficient opera- 
tions, the petition will say. 

The 15 per cent increase will apply 
to all freight rates and charges ex- 
cept those enjoying differentials. Such 
rates will be increased but the exist- 
ing’ differentials will be preserved. 
For example, if the present rates on 
a shipment from one station to two 
destinations are respectively $1 and 
$1.15 a ton, the new rates to both 
destinations will be increased but one 
will remain 15 cents lower than the 
other. . 

Railroad officials consider time an 
important element in the _ present 
situation and they hope to have the 
higher rates in force as soon after 
September 30 as possible. 

Ordinarily a petition for a change in 
rates is presented to the interstate 
commerce commission and a 90-day 
period of “suspension” passed before it 
becomes’ effective. The commission 
has the authority to abrogate this 
practice if it is deemed necessary. 

Railroad stocks responded promptly 
to the news of the meeting and net 
gains ranged from $2 to $9.50 a 
share,

This announcement was made

Fulton county's co-operation with 
the borough in*reconstruction of the 
oo-year-old structure will be assured 
when the new paper which Scott has 
prepared is ratified at Monday's coun- 
cil meeting. 

Fulton commissioners have agreed 
to aecept $34,000 from the borough 
and to/let the contract under plans|, 
and g-gn: prepared by the 
bordugh. The new bridge will be built 
under the supervision of borough en- 
gineers with the understanding that 
the county’s share in the undertaking 
shall not exceed $54,000. 

Acting Mayor G. Everett Millican 
communicated with Walter C. Hen- 
drix, chairman of the commission, 
Thursday in an effort to arrange mat- 
ters without council action, but under 
Mayson’s ruling council must repeal 
the objectionable clause before a con- 
tract can be drawn in which the 
county will concur. 

A special meeting of the commis- 
sion will be called to act on the mat- 
ter just as soon as the borough has 
the contract in the proper shape, Hen- 
drix said. 

A contract between the borough and 
the county for prosecution of the work 
was turned down Wednesday by the 
county because it failed to meet the 
conditions previously agreed upon.

Bust of Henry W. Grady, unveiled Thursday at Athens. 


Moving Tribute to Henry Grady 
Is Voiced at Unveiling of Bust 


ATHENS, Ga., June 11.—T. W. 
Reed, registrar of the University of 
Georgia. in accepting the bust of Hen- 
ry W.Grady today on behalf of the 
university, delivered one of the most 
moving eulogies ever heard in this 
Classic city. The bust of Grady was 
given by the Georgia Press Associa- 
tion, to be the central figure in the 
proposed hall of fame at the school 
of journalism at the university. Mr. 
Reed, who was associated with Mr. 
Grady when the distinguished Geor- | 
gian was editor of The Atlanta Con- | 
stitution, said: 

“Here in his native city and on the 
campus of his Alma Mater, where in 
many hearts the charm of his gentle

A master 
in the field of the editorial, he made 
his worms living, breathing creatures 
and clofhed his every utterance with 
irresistible power. 

As an Orator. 

“As an orator he took rank among 
the most gifted and most, eloquent 
of Americans. Enthusiasm, convic- 
tion, tenderness, pathos, persuasion, 
honor, seriousness, exaltation—these 
were the dominating features of all his 
addresses and coupled with the chaste, 
beautiful, impressive words that 
flowed from his gifted tongue, they 
formed a combination that took pos- 
session of the souls of men and held 
them willing and delighted captives. 

“‘He lived in a day of great jour- 
nalists, yet the brilliant light -of his 
genius did not pale in the presence 
of a Watterson or a Curtis. He was 
an executive genius in the field of 
journalism. His greatest strength as 
a journalist lay in his_ originality. 


'Joel Chandler Harris expressed this 


suceinetly and foreefully when he 
said: ‘His methods were entirely his 
own. He borrowed from no one. Evy- 
ery movement he made in the field of 
journalism was stamped with the geal 
of his genius.

of enterprise were as bold as they 
were startling.’ 

“But after all the greatest thing in 
Henry Grady was his heart of gold. 
Great as a writer, great as an orator, 
great as a statesman, great as a con- 
structive genius—he was all these. But 
‘it is Grady, the man, who will live 
longest in the hearts and lives of his 
people. The most beautiful thoughts 
that flashed from his brilliant mind 
were thoughts of home. The most 
stirring appeals he ever made were 
in behalf of measures for the protce- 
tion of home.

“He was the evangel of a new day, 
a day when all the bitterness and 
prejudice of the past would fade from 
the memories of the people of all sec- 
tions of his country, when beneath 
one flag the people of .the reunited sec- 
tions would march forward in. solid 
phalanx to mount in victory to the 
heights of human achievements.

These industries employed at that time 
77,364 men and paid them in wages 
more than $83,000,000 annually. 

“The beer industry, if restored, 
would give employment not only to 
men employed in the breweries and the 
malting industry but to thousands of 
others in the railroads, the coal indus- 
try and manufacturers of brewers’ ma- 
| terials and machinery. A splendid mar- 
ket would be made for the farmers’ 
grain, automobiles, cooperage build- 
ing materials and for promotion of 
real estate. I believe that the moment 
beer is authorized to be manufactured 
and sold the effect will be felt upon 
the unemployment situation. It would 
mean the immediate employment of 
more than 100,000 persons.’ 


The Missouri representative said 
afterward that he a pointed. out to 
the president some of the more glaring 
features regarding what he referred 
to as the failure of prohibition.

Russia’s Five-Year 
Plan. | 

An impartial investigation into Rus- 
sian economic conditions is being 
made by Professor S. Konovalov and 
other members of the bureau of re- 


search at Birmingham University. The! 


first memorandum of the bureau has 
just been used. It deals with two 
aspects of Russian problems, ‘The 
Five-Year Plan” and “Compulsory 
Labor in the U. 8S. S. R.” . “It be- 
comes more and more apparent,” it 
is stated in a comment on the five- 
year plan, “that the reserves of tech- 
nical and economic knowledge at the 
cemmand of the soviet government are 
quite insufficient to cope with the 
enormous task of planning out and 
directing the economic life of 160,000,- 
000 people occupying a sixth of the 
globe. This difficulty now begins to 


be understood in Moscow. . . The 
policy of restricting consumption, it 
appears, was carried out with such 
vigor that the country experienced a 
shortage of goods as early ag the first 
year of the plan.” 


A marked deterioration in the posi- 
tion was also revealed in 1929-1930. 
The diminished output was due to the 
very urgent need for economy in for- 
eign currency, which restricted the 
imports of cotton and.-resulted in the 
cotton mills being closed for a con- 
siderable time during the summer 
months last year. “The country,” the 
memorandum adds, ‘“‘has been trans- 
formed into a kind of hothouse, where 
production can be carried on at ex- 
ceptionally high costs so long as it 
is protected by the monopoly of for- 
eign trade. The system, under which 
competition with the outside world is 
eliminated, presents very real dan- 
gers for the U. S. S. R. Generally 
speaking, the five-year plan ignored 
the necessity of a redistribution of 
the various industries throughout the 
country and of the redistribution of 
population which was its natural 
sequel,” 

The memorandum in this connec- 
tion, states that the works of the 
cotton industry flourished in the old 
days near forests which had long since 
been burned down. The factories now 
required coal as a fuel and that called 
for a geographic redistribution of the 
cotton mills. The railways were lag- 
ging behind the plan. The number of 
tanks placed on the rails was quite 
inadequate to cope with the transpor- 
tation of oil. During January and 
February of the present year 10,000,- 


000 sleepers were supposed to be 
down, but only 1,000,000 were deliv-' 
ered, A grave danger threatened rail-| 
way transport and a reduction in the 
speed of traffic and in the produc- 
tivity of its work was inevitable. ‘The 
transport industry had proved inca- 
pable of performing the work required 


of it.

A: Brace of Reforms That Would Certain- 
ly Bring Benefits to Georgia. 


In the early days of Georgia there 
was an operative system of “courts of 
conscience.” They existed before the 

ree state was organ- 
(dae ized and were 
recognized in and 
continued by the 
first state con- 
stitution of 1777. 

As nearly as I 
can make out 
they were for the 
purpose of © set- 
tling the smaller 
cases arising 
among the peo- 
ple. “They had 
jurisdietion up 
to a certain 
amount in. mat- 
ters of debt. and 
: tort, and in the 
smaller misdemeanors, such as prove- 
ecative words, disorderly eonduct, 
stealing, assault and battery, and de- 
struction of or damage -to private 

roperty. 
. The verdicts of such courts had full 
legal sanction and had to be complied 
with, unless appealed on legal terms 
to a higher tribunal. 


Saving of Delays and Costs. 

From the desultory data of that 
era of the state that is available I 
understand that the “court of con- 
science” was the predecessor of what 
we now call a “board of arbitrators.” 
The judges were, not elected and had 
no permanent status. _ 

When two persons disagreed over 
a matter they called a “court of con- 
science.” Each chose a member and 
those two chose the third judge. The 
court sat at any agreed time and 
place, heard from each party and then 
rendered a conscientious decision, to 
abide by which both parties had 
agreed and to which the law bound 
them. | 

In the misdemeanor Cases_ the 
same process was followed and, in 
case of conviction, an alternative 
judgment of fine or prisen was given, 
or bond for good behavior and keep- 
ing the peace required. 

These courts saved time, costs and 
many delays of justice, to the great 
satisfaction of the people. 


Why Not Legalize Them Now? 

It seems to me that there would be 
a great saving to the taxpayers of the 
counties and the state if such courts 
were legally authorized and their de- 
cisions stabilized by the state. 

There are many thousands of such 
small cases every year that are car- 
ried into the courts of justices of the 


peace, the city and the superior 
courts, that could and would be speed- 
ily and economically settled by such | 


voluntary “courts of conscience.” 

It looks like a sensible and Chris- 
tian way of adjusting disputes of 
minor and temporary character with- ' 
out setting in motion the solemn, 
cumbrous and expensive machinery of 
the’ judicial establishment. :

As to the ability of the present 
board of education, any citizen is en- 
titled to his opinion and entitled to 
express his opinion. As directors of a 
business that is dear to you and to 
the hearts of the people it deserves 
fair treatment at the hands of agen- 
cies that gather and disseminate in- 


formation lest any citizen be led astray 
in his judgment. I would like to eall 
your attention to two or three mat- 
ters in which you evidently do not 
have full information. You say “the 
school board curtly threw the report 
aside,” referring to the mayor’s com- 
mission report. 

In the first place, this report was 
not made to the board of education, 
but to the mayor and city council. 
Thus far the report has not been offi- 
cially transmitted to the board of edu- 
cation by the mayor and city council. 

In the second place, your statement 
that “instead of attempting to effect 
the economies recommended (the board 
has) proceeded with its usual effort to 
add to the tax burdens of the people” 
can be explained only on the supposi- 
tion that you have been misinformed. 
The board of education is attempting 
to “effect the economies recommended” 
by this commission in every instance 
in which it has the power to do so. 

This commision made five general 
recommendations, only one of which 
lay within the exclusive province of 
the board of education to effect. The 
other four rest with other bodies or 
with the people. 

One of the recommendations is that 
the city increase its appropriation of 
revenue from 26 to 30 per cent. The 
board of education has no power to do 
this. The third of the recommendations 
refers to the increase in water rates. 
This, too, is beyond the province of 
the board of education. The fourth 
recommendation deals with the crea- 
tion of a revolving fund for future 
capital expenditures for schools. The 
board of education has no power to do 
this. The fifth recommendation is to 
the effect that the board of education 
be reduced to six members—clearly a 
matter for the state legislature and the 
people. It might be pointed out inci- 
dentally that a majority of the mem- 
bers of the present board of education 
have indicated that they favor a small 
board. 

Only the second recommendation 
may be said to apply to the board of 
education itself. This recommendatien 
is divided into five heads, the fourth 
of which recommends “that the county 
be requested to furnish $100,000 a 
year toward the expense of free text- 
books in the city schools and that if it 
is not furnished a rental charge of $6 
per year for schoolbooks be made in 
the senior and junior high schools.” 
The board of education has not been 
informed by city council that the coun- 
ty will or will not contribute the sum 
asked for in this recommendation. The 
board of education and the superin- 
tendent have taken steps to put into 
effect every suggestion made in this 
second recommendation of the commis-

The official retirement of Eddie 
Collins from the active list brings 
back memories of the Eddie that used 
to be “when all the world was young, 
lad.” Collins had played ‘little ball 
in the last year or two, but he was 
still ready for any emergency, al- 
though he broke in 24 years ago when 
he stepped from Columbia to the 
Athletics. 

The big debate about placing 
the olive on the clammy brow of 
the keystone king usually drifted 
around the names of Eddie Col- 
lins and Napoleon Lajoie. 
Lajoie, the most graceful of all in- 

fielders, one of the great hitters of 
all time, lacked Collins’ speed. ‘This 
was natural, as Larry was above six 
feet in height, weighing around 200 
pounds. 

Collins was also a great hitter 
and a whirlwind around second.

For all-around value he is 
generally picked at the top of the 
all-time list as a companion link 
to Honus Wagner at short.

National Miners’ Union. 

The eleven men held in the jail 
were arrested earlier in the night 
when a march on the New Lafferty 
mine was broken up by Duff and his 
deputies. 

Tonight's disorders followed a day 
that saw a dynamiting and an attack 
upon miners in Jefferson and Bel- 
mont counties.

Although greatly handicapped by 
bad weather, the British and Japanese 
boats are working steadily in an ef- 
fort to salvage the submarine. Those 
in charge of the work believed the 
submarine cannot be pulled to the 
surface for another week. 

At one time the rescue boats had 
lines attached to the sunken vessel 
but all of them lost their hold. How- 
ever, it soon was located again. 

Meanwhile, all efforts of deep-sea 
divers to communicate with the en- 
tombed men, eight of whom are be- 
lieved to have been in the aft com- 
partment, have been’ unsuccessful. 
Frequent taps with a hammer on the 
outside of the fgundered craft have 
brought no reply from within. 

Thirty-five survivors of the tragedy 
have been taken aboard the subma- 
rine’s parent ship, Medley...
